[ She said she hopes to be- 
jeome a U.S. citizen, study 
[English and possibly resume

Thorne said there is hope 
that a private bill can be 
cleared through Congress to 
give Mrs. Oswald U.S. citizen- 
ship before the normal three- 
year waiting period.
